‘‘Both the engineer and the Fireman 
were killed, a n i the kMoOMtlvt w as lit 
for nothing much but the scrap heap 
when it fell to the ground. Tho crown 
sheet over the firebox had blown out. 
“The strange thing about the explo­ 
sion w as th a t no white steam w as seen. 
Von know that perfectly dry steam is 
Invisible, being like the air, and before 
It had tim e to condense it w as proba­ 
bly sm othered by the cloud of smoke 
and dust raised b r the bursting of the 
boiler.”—'Baltimore Fun.
